The marquis is the wealthfest landlord in 
England, one of the lareest land 
owners in the. world. He owns 143,000 
acres of land, and his annual rent roll 
is said to aggregate $300,000. He was lord 
of the treasury in 1869, although his first

He 
will be remembered on this side of the 
water as having been one of the wisest 
rulers ever enjoyed by Canada, In title 
he is the fourth nobleman of his name 
to bear the rank of marquis.

One of the first callers on General Wood 
was Senor Quesada, special commissioner 
of Cuba, at Washington, who arrived on 
the steamer Mascotte, at the same time 
the new governor general arrived on the 
Mexico. 

General Wood called at the palace at 
noon and was received by General Brooke. 
Here the governorship was officially trans- 
ferred. General Wood was accompanied 
by General Chaffee and Lieutenant 
Brooks. The retiring governor general

before going north. 

The only additional formal] ceremony, 
prior to General Brooke's departure, will 
be the introduction to General Wood of 
all the staff officers, secretaries and island 
Officials of note. 

The welcome given General Wood today 
was, according to all the old residents, 
without parallel in the ‘history of the is- 
land. The elaborate display of bunting in 


the harbor and the multitude of boats and 


bands showed that the hastily formed re- 
ception committee ‘thad done excellent 
work. Moreover, there was a heartjness 
In the cheering that was quite unusual. 

During the morning there was a con- 
ftant stream of callers at the Hotel Ingla- 
terra,. Where General Wood will remain 
until General Brooke s departure. Among 
the callers were Generals Ludlow and 
Wilscn, accompanied by their staffs. 

Next Saturday General Ludlow wil] give 
an official reception in honor of the new 
governor gencral, and a governor's salute 
will be fired from Cabanas. 

The local papers devote considerable 
Space to today’s events, declaring that 
General Wood is the most acceptable man 
who could have been appointed to bring 
Cuba out of her difficulties and into a 
quiet harbor. The Lucha says: 

“His first act is enough to ingratiate 
himself with the Cuban people, because he 
declared that he had no intention to issue 
@ proclamation. This is a novelty which 
Cubans will keenly appreciate, as it indi- 
cates that he means to rely upon deeds 
rather than words. Cubans will feel 
that no other American would be re- 
ceived here with such heartfelt rejoicing. 
Our people, of all shades of opinion, will 
give him all the assistance in their 
power.”’

Then later let the critical article, natur- 
ally thought and deliberately written, ap- 
pear. I have known plays to be utterly 
damned simply on account of the snap 
judgment of critics who did not have time 
to write analytical articles. Of course 
thls applies only to plays that are being 
presented for the first time and on which 
the public is waiting for final judgment. 
I think that the critics do remarkably 
well, and Ido not see how they are 
| ae to accomplish what they do in the 
hour or 80 that is allowed them after 
| the play.’ 

From the critics the conversation turned 
to America and American audiences. 
| “f have played but little in England, 
and after five years’ acting in this coun- 
trv I do not think I could content myself 
'to remain at home. I love America, and 
I am charmed with the south, The possi- 
bilities of this country are to me the 
most interesting thing about it. Hngland 
has ‘arrived,’ and there the young per- 
son may expect nothing at thg hands of 
the public. Youth is regarded as a mis- 
fortune—it is to maturity what the teeth- 
ing age is to infancy. No one need 
|look for recognition until an age when 
'suecess loses half the zest of possession. 
Here it is different. The young man 
er woman is not trammeled by tradition. 
| you stand or fall on your merits. 
| “Another thing that has impressed me 
| with America is its rapidly growing 
| culture. I have noticed .in small towns 
in the west that the artistic and music- 
loving instinet is developed to a degree 
that is unknown in towns of like size in 
England.
